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Police reports don’t match Brown video 


Draft says Bucks player 
was aggressive, agitated

On body camera video, Milwaukee 
Bucks rookie Sterling Brown appears to 
show very little — if any — resistance to 
Milwaukee police before he is tased out- 
side a drugstore on the city’s south side. 

Draft police reports offer a much dif- 
ferent account. 

The reports, recently obtained by the 
Journal Sentinel, describe Brown as 


“aggressive” and detail the initial expla- 
nations officers gave for their actions. 

In the past, such incidents often re- 
sulted in a battle for credibility, with po- 
lice saying one thing and the person 
they’ve arrested saying another. Wit- 
ness cellphone video, squad cameras 
and police body cameras have changed 
that. 

Police have always mistreated Afri- 
can-American men, but access to re- 
cordings has brought the problem more 
into the public eye, Brown said in an in- 
terview with the Journal Sentinel. 

“It’s become more visible nowadays 
now that technology has advanced,” he 
said. “It’s something that happens all 


the time, but now it’s be- 
coming more, you know, 
public and viral.” 

Police Chief Alfonso 
Morales released 30 min- 
utes of video from the 
body camera of officer 
Joseph Grams, the first 
officer to confront the NBA guard. In a 
statement to reporters, Morales said of- 
ficers “acted inappropriately.” 

But after watching the video, many in 
the community, including the mayor 
and members of the Common Council, 
characterized police behavior as dis- 
turbing and violent. 

The most serious discipline handed

Tiny farms 
freshen up 
Milwaukee 
locations

“I found a cucumber!” 

Six-year-old Kay’Vion Brown 
proudly raises a Crayola-green vegeta- 
ble bigger than his forearm above his 
head, delighting the neighbors gath- 
ered at Victory Garden Initiative’s ur- 
ban farm on a clear-sky Saturday in 
May. 

They're celebrating the organiza- 
tion’s purchase of a farmhouse across 
the street from the farm at 220 E. Con- 
cordia Ave., in the north Milwaukee 
neighborhood of Harambee. The addi- 
tion is the next step for Victory Garden 
and another anchor in Milwaukee’s ur- 
ban agriculture community. 

Urban agriculture — the growing, 
harvesting and distribution of fresh 
food in urban settings — goes back as 
long as cities have existed. But as re- 
cently as the early 1990s, it was almost 
nonexistent in Milwaukee. 

Then in 1993, Will Allen, a former 
American Basketball Association play- 
er who had moved to his wife’s home- 
town of Milwaukee when his playing 
career ended, bought a north-side 
plant nursery out of foreclosure. 

The property evolved over the next 
two years into the nonprofit urban 
farm called Growing Power, which 
eventually spread to multiple loca- 
tions and earned national acclaim —
